Useful 
M e m o r a n d u m Slate torn braid may remain displaced for 
weeks, and cause the 
wearer 
an­ 
noyance each time 
the 
article

worn, not because there Is no time 
to repair it, but for want of remem­ 
bering at a convenient time. 
Now, 
a slate upon which to make a note of 
these little duties, and fitted up with 
needles, pins, and cotton, would be 
a great convenience and help to mem­ 
ory. 
Our Illustration gives an exam­ 
ple of how this might be done. Choose 
one of the unbreakable variety, with 
a white cardboard-like surface upon 
which a lead pencil will write, and 
paste upon the frame ribbon so a* 
to completely cover it and go over 
to the other side, using colorless glue 
for the purpose. 
Stitch upon the two 
upper corners tiny round cushion*, 
and fix reels upon the bottom edge 
with a length of ribbca-covered wire. 
This must be firmly sewn at each 
end, and finished with bows of ribbon. 
The words “Things to Mend” might 
be painted or worked. 
In the latter 
case the ribbon would have to be em­ 
broidered before pasting it on th* 
frame.

THS STATE AGRICULTURAL 


AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 


In his last message to the Legis­ 
lature Governor I^anham did not 


have a great deal to say about the 
A gricultural and Mechanical Col- 


lege, prooably not as much as it 


deserves, but w hat he did say was 


good. In his reference to the college 


the Governor said: 
“ T he A gricultural and Mech ani 
cal College is an institution of great 
practical utility and hasbeen stead­ 
ily advancing in efficiency. 
It is 
believed to tie one of the l>est of its 
kind in comprrisou w ith those of 
like purport in other States 
Its 
graduates are in great demand and 
have no difficulty in securing em­ 
ployment in the various pursuits 
for which their training has quali­ 
fied them . 
Its present facilities 
are insufficient for its increasing 
necessities. 
Its conservation, pro­ 
per equipm ent and further upbuild­ 
ing should receive the favorable 
consideration of the L egislature.” 
It is tine, as the Governor says, 


th at the college is “ an institution 


of great practical u tility .” 
It has 


dem onstrated this all along. 
Its 


helpfulness to the farm ers of the 


State since its existence is practic­ 


ally inestimable, yet only the foun 


dation for its usefulness may be 


said to have been laid. 
The de­ 
velopment of the resources of Texas 
agriculturally have, comparatively 
speaking, only begun, and as tim e, 
passes the usefulness and helpful­ 
ness of the college and experim ent 
stations is felt 
with increasing 
strength. 
The prejudices that at 
first existed 
in some 
quarters! 
against it have long since been dis­ 
sipated. 
T his was done by the ef­ 
fective work of the institution. 
Now every farmer, stockm an and 
orchardist 
recognizes 
its 
great 
value, and is not slow to call upon 
it when wanting advice or assist­ 
ance in any line of his 
The Governor further says. 
“ It 
is believed to be one of the best of 
its kind, in comparison w ith those 
of like purposes in other States. 
It is not only believed to be. 
It 
is. 
And yet T exas spends only one 
dollar in its support where some of | 
the other States spend many dol­ 
lars. 
Still, T exas is less developed 
and is more essentially an agricul­ 
tural State than any of those hav­ 
ing such colleges. 
T he only dif­ 
ference is that the legislators of 
some of the other States have been 
made to see more clearly the great 
profit to be gained to their States 
by the appropriation of money to 
the cause of their agricultural col 
lege and experim ent stations, and 
have not been slack in doing all 
possible in prom oting their effect­ 
iveness and upbuilding. 
“ Its graduates are in great de­ 
mand and have no difficulty in se­ 
curing employment in the various 
pursuits for which their training 
has qualified them ,” says the Gov­ 
ernor. 
Yes, but that is not the 
best feature of their training. 
It 
qualifies them to conduct farm s of 
their own intelligently, as well as 
business concerns, which i.-' more j 
desirable than depending on em­ 
ployment by others, although, of 
course, it is a very gratifying thing 
to know that one’s services are in 
demand should it be necessary for 
him to seek employment. 
Then the Governor gets down 
to the point at which the Legisla­ 
ture should give most attention. 
He says: “ Its facilities are insuffi­ 
cient for its increased necessities, 
Its conservation, proper equipm ent 
and further upbuilding should re­ 
ceive the favorable consideration 
of the L egislature.” 
E veiy word 
of this is true and the most literal 
treatm ent possible by th at body 
should be accorded it. 
Let it be 
remembered that at the present 
session of the school the boys from 
over the 
state who want to do 
something for their state and them ­ 
selves have come to the college 
in such numbers that m any were 
turned away for lack of dorm itory 
room, even after some had accept­ 
ed the offer made by the college 
officials to give them tents in which 
to sleep. 
T his is mentioned as 
showing the great lack of facili­ 
ties in the way of dormitories 
alone, and their are other deficien- 


be given equally as careful consid* 
eration. 
The young man who takes advan­ 
tage of the opportunities offered 
him 
is ready upon his leav­ 
ing the college to battle w ith life 
and win the fight. 
H e is qualified 
to not only succeed for himself, 
but to benefit his State by develop­ 
ing to the utterm ost so far as his 
own influence can, her best re­ 
sources. 
The News urges upon the Leg­ 
islature to let nothing overshadow 
the needs of the A. and M. College 
and the experim ent station—the 
greatest factor, possibly, in assist­ 
ing the growth and prosperity of 
imperial T e x a s .—-Galveston News.
